MODERN CHASE FOR THE ELUSIVE VITAMINS 
BEGAN IN THE TIMES OF HIPPOCRATES 


There is nothing new under the 
sun. 
The chase of the elusive 
vitamin, that recently-discovered, 
all-important element in food, be­ 
gan when civilization huddled about 
the Mediterranean, before the be­ 
ginning of the Christian era. With 
all America clamoring for vitamins 
to balance the diet, and with hun­ 
dreds of thousands obtaining their 
vitamin allowance by eating the 
familiar little tinfoil wrapped cake 
of yeast, medical research experts 
are recalling that the health giving 
value of yeast, richest of all foods 
in one class of vitamin, was known 
to Hippocrates, the father of med­ 
ical science, in the days of ancient 
Greece. 
Hippocrates, putative father of 
the Hippocratic oath, basis of the 
ethics of the medical profession 
even to the present day, prescribe ’ 
the use of yeast in his practice 
many centuries ago. 
Of course, 
Hippocrates had never heard of a 
vitamin, and would not have rec­ 
ognized one if he had met it before 
the Athenian forum. 
But he knew 
yeast and its properties, for yeast

whom rested largely the practicj of 
medicine at that time, were pre­ 
scribing yeast for various ailments. 
Modern medicine about the mid­ 
dle of the last century began ex­ 
periments to clear the mystery 
which surrounded the properties of; 
yeast. 
These researches conducted! 
by many physicians and in mary; 
lands 
culminated in the recent' 
demonstrations under the direction 
of a prominent Philadelphia physi­ 
cian which proved the usefulness 
of yeast in the treatment of vari­ 
ous diseases of the skin and of the 
digestive tract. 
Health food value is not the only 
property of yeast which comes 
down to us from the ancients. The 
modem beauty who eats yeast for 
health, and uses yeast for a cos­ 
metic has not discovered anything 
new. 
Fliny the Elder, writing his 
Natural History in the time o f 
Christ, relates that the beauties of 
Rome used yeast for its beauty in­ 
ducing qualities.

A plan for the care and training of 
French war orphans, worked out by 
the Argonne association, an organiza­ 
tion formed as a permanent memorial 
to 
the 
Americans 
who 
fought 
In 
France, is said to be functioning so 
satisfactorily that a similar organiza­ 
tion may be formed for the care of 
orphans in the United States. 
The Argonne association was formed 
In 1918 by a group of Americans in­ 
terested in French orphans. 
It has as 
its motto: 
“To provide for the child 
who has no parents, a home and a 
family life; to secure him his birth­ 
right of health; to educate him and 
train him to earn a livelihood; to de­ 
velop his character that he may be­ 
come a useful and an upright citizen 
and to do these things so well and so 
economically that others shall follow 
this example—is the aim of the Ar­ 
gonne association.” 
Tile orphans cared for under the as­ 
sociation’s plan are placed In private 
homes in a community where they are 
really wanted. 
They are not “farmed 
out.” 
There is a community school, 
playground and vocational training 
center where the children are dally 
brought together to get their mental 
and physical development. 
There are 
three such centers In France where 
the orphans are given three distinct 
stages of training.

English Naturalist. 


Guy W ernliam, a London boy nat­ 
uralist, who is not yet sixteen years of 
ape, has traveled 8,000 miles to collect 
R|>ecimens for the natural history de­ 
partment of the British museum. 
He 
is now In the jungle—in the French 
( ameroons, which is one of the rich­ 
est fields in the world for natural his­ 
tory specimens, according to London 
Tit-Bits. 
The boy is a finme of enthusiasm 
for everything scientific, and, as his 
father, Herbert Fuller Wemham, D. 
Sc., F. L. S., is an expert on tropical 
plants, Guy has been In the right at­ 
mosphere for acquiring knowledge. 
Familiar with much of the proced­ 
ure and appliances of research work, 
he has a ferocious curiosity concern­ 
ing all forms of life—botanical, moth, 
bird and beast. 
He devours Informa­ 
tion on nature from books and life, 
and packs It awny In mental pigeon­ 
holes. 
Writing from Flat, Guy said: "You 
would be surprised to hear the noise 
made by Insects at night. 
There nre 
millions of grasshoppers and crickets, 
which keep up a constant singing, 
made by rubbing their hind legs, which 
are made like rasps, against their 
wing-cases." 
He described the Jungle as "a huge 
hothouse, but with an Infinitely great­ 
er variety of plants, with the addition 
of birds, animals, lizards and butter­ 
flies rivaling the flowers in brightness 
of colors." 
Toward the end of his Journey, on a 
rough hush track, he was picked up by 
Doctor Webber of the American mis­ 
sion, who was riding a motorcycle. It 
was a strange meeting. 
The natives 
were very curious about Guy, and had 
to be assured again and again by Mr. 
Buck, of the mission, that "he’s a real 
boy." 
At Rltje Guy will attend to his col­ 
lecting, but already a Journey across 
Nigeria is projected. 
He wants any­ 
thing 
interesting—bats, 
butterflies. 
birds, squirrels, weasels and plants of 
all kinds. 
Ile goes out at night and 
"sugars'* the trees, collecting the In­ 
toxicated Insects from them during 
the day. 
Though vessels leave Duala for Liv­ 
erpool almost every week white men 
in the interior, owing to the bush dif­ 
ficulties, can neither receive nor send 
mails except at intervals of two or 
three months 
But this is not good 
enough for Guy, who is planning to 
set up a portable wireless apparatus 
so that he can send and receive from 
Duala, and so get news to and from 
home quickly. 
Guy ran speak and read French and 
has a knowledge of geology. 
Ile Is 
able to draw a bird or plant from life 
so faithfully thnt a naturalist can 
Identify it.

“dead” since 1840, drained much of 
the lava that had made Halemau- 
mau, the vast inner crater of the 
Kileauea 
volcano,

IMMIGRATION AND BIRTH RATES. 


The average man thinks of immigration 
as having been not only a great but an es­ 
sential factor in the tremendous increase of 
the population of this country. He supposes 
that but for the great hosts of immigrants 
which flocked to these shores from Europe 
there would have been no such increase of 
population as that which has taken place. 
But Mrs. Honroe Willsie, who, we assume, 


matter that her words are worth quoting: 
“If America had closed her doors to 
immigration in 1830 and the birth rate 
of that period had continued for sev­ 
enty years, instead of the seventy-six 
millions of people that we boasted of 
in 1900, we should have had one hun­ 
dred millions. 
This one hundred mil­ 
lions would have been a homogeneous 
people of strongly Anglo-Saxon type 
and ideal. 
The chaos that has result­ 
ed from the constant introduction of 
i 
new types would have been avoided. 
“Ever since 1830, 
when 
America 
first began to feel the tremendous in­ 
flux from Europe, the native Ameri­ 
can birth rate has decreased progres­ 
sively with the swell of immigration. 
It diminishes most markedly wherever 
the immigrant 
crowds most thickly. 
New England, once the most homogen­ 
ous portion of America, 
once having 
the highest birth rate, once ihe main 
source of what we called the American 
■“spirit, has now the greatest proportion 
of foreigners and the smallest native 
birthrate. 
It is not even holding its 
own. 
Massachusetts, 
in 
her native 
birth rate, and France can boast the 
greatest decline in the western world." 
It is rather startling to be told that if we 
had closed our doors to immigration in 
1830 we should have had, despite the bar­ 
ring out of the millions of Immigrants who 
have come in since that time, a much larger 
population than we now have. 
Mrs. Will- 
sie’s conclusion depends upon the assump­ 
tion that the birth rate of 1830 would have 
continued undiminished if there had been 


the same and reap their full share of these 
transportation advantages. 
Objections, of course, will be made to the 
engineers’ report. Full opportunity will be

Perry S. Williams, vice president 
of the community advertising depart­ 
ment of the organization, and mana­ 
ger of the Minneapolis Journal travel j 
and resort bureau, is developing the , 
plans which include 
the 
establish­ 
ment of information stations in ev* j 
ery state having wherever possible 
no greater 
distance 
than 23 to 50 
miles between stations. 
“It is possible to place more than 
one-third of 
the 
population of the 
United States in privately owned au­ 
tomobiles at one time today,” Mr. 
William declared. 
"At least forty 
million of our people, therefore, can 
tour wherever and 
whenever their 
fancy strikes them. 
"The railroads have built up an ex­ 
tensive system over the nation for en­ 
couraging passenger train travel and 
for giving information concerning 
this mode of touring. 
Great as the

WASHINGTON. July 19 —Slightly | 
less than 30 per cent of the people of 
the United States live on farms, ac­ 
cording to a census bulletin issued 
today giving figures for 1920. The to­ 
tal farm population is 31,614,269. 
This is the first census in which 
the farm population has been tabu 
lated separately and 
therefore 
no 
comparisons can be made . 
Heretofore the classification 
has 
been rural and urban, the latter in­ 
cluding all people living in cities of 
2500 or more. 
By this classification 
the enumeration 
in 
1920 
reported 
51.4 per cent of the population urban 
and 48.6 per cent or 51,396,144, rural. 
The percentage of rural population 
was 54.2 in 1910 and 60 per cent in 
1900. 
.It has been customary heretofore 
in a general way to look on the rur­ 
al population as the same as 
farm 
population, but the report for 1920 
shows that only 61 per cent of the 
rural population 
actually live 
on 
farm#. The 1920 census shows in 
round figures, 31,600,000 people liv­ 
ing on farms, 19,700,000 in towns of 
less than 2500 and 54,300,000 in cities 
of 2500 or more. 
It was found that 71 
per cent of 
the population in Mississippi live on 
farms ,and only 
2.5 
per cent 
in 
Rhode Island. 
The 
other 
states 
range between these two extremes. 
In Kansas the farm population is 
41.7 per cent of the total; in Missou­ 
ri, 35.6 per cent; in Nebraska, 45.1 
per cent; in Oklahoma, 50.2 par cent 
in Iowa, 41 per cent. In all the New 
England and middle Atlantic states 


only 8.5 per cent live on farms, while 
in the East-South-Central states the | 
proportion is 58.3 per cent. 
Only eleven states have a farm 
population exceeding 50 per cent of 
the total, and all of them are in the 
south, except North and South Da­ 
kota.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Ameri­ 
ca’s foreign trade for the fiscal year 
ended June 20, resulted in a finan­ 
cial trade balance of 
$1,162,000,000. 
which 
was

decline of nearly

re­ 
ports issued today by the commerce 
dc part men t. 
Expel ts during 
the fiscal year 
just closed aggregated $3,770,000,000 
and imports $2,608,000,000 as com­ 
pared with exports of $6,516,000 and 
imports of $3,654,000,000 for the pre­ 
vious 
fiscal 
year. 
Exports 
last 
month totalled $334,000,000 
and im­ 
ports $260,000,000 against exports of 
$337,000,000 and imports of $186,000,- 
000 in June ,1921. 
Although exports for the fiscal 
year 1922 fell off by nearly $3,000,- 
000,000 compared with the previous 
year, they 
showed 
an 
increase of 
nearly $1*500,000,000 compared with 
the fiscal year 1914 and Imports for 
the past year which declined by over 
$1,000,000,000 as against 1921, result­ 
ed in an increase of $700,000,000 over 
1914. 
Exports for June were the highest 
since October, 1921, when the total 
wa* 343,000,000 while imports for 
June were the highest since Decem­ 
ber, 1920, when tue total was $266,- 
000.000.
